There was no violence. 
Oates of Die concern's central steel 
division swung open, under protec­

Guardsmen, for the first time since 
the strike started May 27. 
Non-strikers, in about 115 auto­ 
mobiles. quietly drove inside. About 
300 pickets booed and jeered but 
were kept away from the plant by 
the troops. 
Some foramen and office workers 
also were sent into Republic’s Un­ 
ion drawn steel division. 
Harvey 
Elliott, a CIO picket captain, esti­ 
mated their number at about IOO. 
The re-opening left Cleveland the 
only city where Republic’s sprawling 
mills were completely closed. 
Re­ 
opening of the four Cleveland units 
was expected next week. 
Only a few hours before the con­ 
cern’s newest “back-to-work” move, 
the home of a non-striking employe 
was dynamited at nearby Canton. 
The blast ripped the rear porch off 
the home of Matt Pericsh, but in­ 
jured none. 
Republic Ignored a CIO picket 
captain’s bristling defl: 
“If they try to open this place, 
they are in for a bloody fight.’’

San Francisco, July (AP).—Ame­ 
lia Earhart blazed a new air trail 
over the South Pacific today in a 
hazardous 2.570-mile 
flight from 
toe. New- Guinea, to tiny Howland 
Island. 
She started at IO a. in. today, Lae 
time, (4 p. 
rn., Thursday, 
Pacific 
Standard Time) and was expected 
to complete it in about 18 or 20 
hours. 
The first radio message received 
early today by Coast Guard head­ 
quarters here, where George Put­ 
nam is listening in on his wife’s 
flight, was undecipherable. Putnam 
said he “assumed” the flight was 
proceeding normally.

It 
was here that “Sheriff” Tate ate,' t 
baker’s pie and got sick on it. On 
his account we lay over at Dar- 
danells about three hours. 
"In spite of this we drove abeut 
60 miles into Oklahoma and camped 
at Haskell. It was very hot crossing 
Arkansas and Oklahoma. 
If Okla­ 
homa is a great farming state it 
surely is not where we crossed it. 
“We 
reached 
Amarillo 
Friday 
night and found a camp where we 
were allowed the use of the showers 
and the laundry. During the night 
a dust storm came our way and 
when we got awake everything was 
covered with a fine coat of dust. 
The boys washed their clothes and 
took a shower bath. 
We were all 
reasonably 
clean 
when ^ve 
left 
Amarillo but it did not last long. 
We ran into rain Wednesday after­ 
noon and as long as we were on a 
hard surfaced road it did not make 
any difference but we had a 60-mile 
stretch of dirt road which caused us 
to spoil our clean clothes. 
“We were headed for Santa Fe 
and were told at a gas station that 
there had been a wash out and that 
we would have to go another way. 
We started and did not get those 60 
miles traveled until Thursday aft­ 
ernoon at 3 p. rn. I have never hit 


slipping and sliding over the road 
I never experienced. When we were 
about half way or 30 miles from 
everywhere our truck got to sliding. 
I got it stopped before it went into 
the ditch but when I started to get 
back on the road the boys could 
not hold it and in the ditch we 
went, so deep on the right side that 
the rear end was resting in the 
mud, and all one could see of the 
hind wheel was a little of the top 
of the tire. 
“The bus driver stopped and he 
and one of his passengers came 
back to help us out but nothing 
happened. After a while there were 
two trucks came along and they 
hitched to us but could not pull 
us out. 
After a pow-wow some of 
the boys went along with the bus 
about five miles up the road and 
phoned to the state highway to 
send a tractor to pull us out. They 
walked back to where we were stick­ 
ing in the mud through rain and 
mud which would compare favor­ 
ably for slipperyness with soft soap. 
The truck was standing at such an 
angle th at sitting was uncomfort­ 
able and lying down was almost out 
of the question. Some of the boys 
managed to get a little sleep in the 
truck and the ones that could not 
get 
in 
built a fire and camped 
around It until morning. 
“The worst of all was that we 
had no supper and no drinking 
water. When daylight came we got 
to work. 
We did not wait for the 
highway department, and it was 
well that we did not for we would 
be there yet. 
We first dipped all 
the water out of the ditch and 
scraped the slippery smeary mud 
off the surface, then we began to 
dig. 
We got the hind wheel well 
uncovered and then pried up the 
wheel until we could get some stones 
under. 
When this was done the 
cooks had some grub ready. 
We 
ate our breakfast and supper of the 
day before combined but had to 
defer our drinking to a more con­ 
venient season for we had no water 
fit to drink. 
“When 
breakfast was over we 
finished digging the ground away 
from the wheel 
and 
paved the 
track 
with 
stones 
and 
cedar 
branches, then with the help of the 
boys and the power of the truck 
we backed across the gutter on to 
the prairie. The roads were still too 
slippery to travel 
so we caught 
about an hour of sleep before we 
started out. We reached Los Vefras 
after about three hours running. 
No excess speed here. 
“The reason for being at Los 
Vegas is this: 
One of the pas­ 
sengers on the bus is the owner of 
a camp here and he, I suppose for 
the help we gave the bus, offered his 
camp facilities to the boys to clean 
up. when we got out of the mud.

Philadelphia, July 2 (AP)—The 
Pennsylvania Prison society asked 
Governor Earle today to reprieve 
Alexander Meyer of Chester county, 
under sentence of death for killing 
16-year-old 
Helen 
Moyer, so that 
the pardon board might hold a re­ 
hearing on a request for commuta­ 
tion. 
Meyer’s execution has been fixed 
for the week beginning July 12. 
“The Meyer case.” a letter from 
the society said, “is so extreme in its 
abnormality that only its atrocity 
and the consequent emotional re­ 
action of the community, obscure 
the otherwise obvious fact that his 
was the act of an irresponsible per­ 
son. 
“It seems that society would be 
better served if this unfortunate 
youth and others guilty of abnormal 
crimes were subjected to prolonged 
observation and intensive study. In 
this way only can society develop 
methods for early 
detection 
and 
preventive treatment of those who 
may be potential 
criminals. 
Cer­ 
tainly society cannot hope to make 
progress in the treatment of those 
with abnormal tendencies so long as 
it clings to the archaic legal defi­ 
nition of insanity. 
— 
“We ask that you consider the 
Meyer case from this standpoint and 
make it possible to have a re-hear­ 
ing. 
The Pennsylvania Prison so­ 
ciety protests vigorously against the 
annihilation of this unfortunate in­ 
dividual without further considera­ 
tion.” 
The letter was signed by A. G, 
Fraser, executive secretary. 
Meyer was convicted of running 
down the Moyer girl with his truck, 
taking her to an abandoned farm 
where he attacked her and threw 
her body into a well.
